2. The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: These groups lack or corresponding special technical 
feature. Group I is a polynucleotide and method of using the polynucleotide which is structurally 
and functionally divergent from the polypeptide of Group II. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups A-G do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Though each of the listed polynucleotides is asserted 
to encode an acyltransferase polypeptide, each of the polynucleotides is structurally divergent and 
each of the polynucleotides encodes a divergent polypeptide.
